recited in claims 1, 3-4, 8-9 and 13-14 is patentable. 

The method of transferring data specifically recited in claim 18 is patentable. 

(Sakamoto, 6,445,632, does not teach the use of inverters 81 1 and 812, each 
being connected between ground and the respective voltage VPP via transistors 84 
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and 85 and the voltage VDD via transistor 86, for driving the corresponding switching 
transistors 214/215 and 225/226 in Fig. 6 of the present invention as recited in claims 
1, 3-4, 8-9 and 13-14. Sakamoto, 6,445,632, does not teach the method specifically 
recited in claim 18 which corresponds to the disclosure recited in last paragraph of 
page 10 and first line of page 1 1 of the specification).
